Victoria Police Chief Jack 
Gregory said after the protest 
by almost 3,000-Uvic students 
he was both surprised and 
gratified by the orderly 
nature of the demonstration 
and the attitude of marchers, 


Studerit leaders, on the 
other hand, said they were 
extremely impressed by the 
masterful way the unarmed 
city police, under Gregory’s 
persosal direction, kept things 
running smoothly without 
being authoritarian. 

20 CAPTAINS 

The students snaked the 
entire length of the Inner 
Harbor Causeway and around 
the corner to the ferry 
terminal, but they were 
directed precisely by 20 picket- 
captains who had studied over- 
all strategy laid out the night 
before. 


Do whatever the police ask, 
but do it slowly, the students 
were told by organizers, and 
they were mobilized in such a 
manner that they blocked the 
terminal exits but did not 
impede local pedestrian and 
motor traffic. 

Explicit directions were 
handed out in leaflet form, 
and picket captains patrolled 
the line with loud-hailers to 
further explain instructions.

and it is essential, despite the large 
sums involved, that the project be 
put into action. The authorities in 
charge should make sure that the 
public is fully educated in regard 
to the need for hospital accommo- 
dation, and the consequent duty to 
shoulder at least part of the burden 
of paying for it. In a period when 
avoidable spending should be—cur- 
tailed, there are two types of 
construction projects which shotld 
have high priority. One is schools 
and the other is hospitals. They 
should be built with such economy 
as is possible without sacrificing 
efficiency and the visual attraction 
that should accompany major addi- 
tions to our environment. 

No considerations of politics, 
should be permitted to interfere 
with the hospital-building program 
which is now taking shape for both 
acute and other types of accomo- 
dation. A building referendum was 
defeated here several years -ago, 
apparently by a concerted move 
among votersto teach the provincial 
government a desson. It was a mis- 
taken objective and a mishandled 
means; we have felt. ever since the 
lack of the hospital beds that should 


served, but extensions in the acute have been provided at that time. 


-~Now, under the regional concept, 
we can not afford another such

The demonstration, designed to

the country, was largely confined 
to placard-waving and impressing 
anti-bomb sentiments on the enter- 
ing United States travellers. Insofar 
as this was the case there can be 
little criticism. But where drivers 
and their passengers were deliber- 
ately delayed by mob pressure — 
and: who can say what serious ef- 
fects this may have had on indivi- 
duals—this was resort to the very 
tactics against which the demonstra- 
tors’ were_protesting. For one of 
the main complaints was the action 
of the U.S. Atomic Energy Com-

Wheat Piles Up While the Mice Grow Fat 


oes side effects of growing another 
unmarketable 700,000,000-b us he] 
wheat crop with most of last year’s crop 
unsold are beginning to appear on the 
prairies. One very 
obvious sign is the 
minor boom. in ply- 
wood sales. Most of 
the -permranent-grain 
storage was already 
well filled on the 
farms before the 1969 
harvest started. So 
there is no place to 
store the new crop 
except in the open 
farm yards. After 
several years of trial and error the 
farmers have now reduced outdoor grain 
storage to routine. All they need is a 
couple of hundred dollars for plywood. 

Sixteen sheets of 4x8 plywood stood on 
the long edge will make a 20 foot circle 
into which 2,000 bushels of wheat can be 
piled. A sheet of pliofilm is usually used 
as ground coyer and several sheets cover 
the top. The latter ate then held in place 
by covering with bales of straw. This 
provides a fairly weather proof and 
mouse proof storage bin for less than 5 
cents a bushel. 

The less well-heeled dispense with the 
plastic top and bottom: The poorest off 
substitute bales of straws piled in a 
circle for the plywood. Whatever the 
system, the commonest sight in the west

A more sinister side effect is the 
impending disaster for the farm imple- 
ment dealers who are entangled in their 
exclusive franchise contracts when the 


demand is drying up. There are 560 such _ 


dealers in Saskatchewan. They expect 
the number to drop by as much as 50 per 
cent .in the next year. Their sales 
dropped 15 per cent in 1966 and 25 per 
cent a—-year in the next two years. A 
further drop of 25 per cent is indicated 
for this year. 

So..the Saskatchewan Implement 
Dealers Association has hired an econo- 
mist to pressure the Government into 
legislative action to rescue the dealers 


from bankruptcy. They want most’to get” 


-S0me escape clauses forcibly inserted in 
their contracts. to 

The dealers claim that the contracts, 
drawn by the manufacturers’ lawyers, 
give the latter all the breaks. Thus they 
can neither get out of business except at 
a great loss, or stay in with debt-ridden 
customers. The companies will nof take 


back inventories forced’ on ‘the dealers. 


And they hold the dealers responsible for 
unpaid balances on notes. 

The most crushing blow to the dealers 
however is interest piling up on unsold 
equipment. With short term money rates 
running at 16 per cent, these charges can 
eat up all the dealers’ profits if they 
have to carry stock over from one crop 
to the next, 


Overloaded ; 


Even a cursory examination of the 
wheat country. town indicates that the 
west is overloaded with machinery 
dealers who are overloaded with equip- 
ment of all kinds. In many of the farm 
towns, all the main makers are 
represented by exclusive franchise deal- 
ers, Very often, the matket could 
probably support a couple of dealers 
where there are half a dozen. 

In many cases the dealers co-operated 
with the no-down-payment, pay-when-the- 
crop-is-off advertising gimmickry used 
by the makers to beef up the siack 


seasons. The tractors and combines sold . 


with such enthusiasm last winter are 
now haunting everybody concerned, The 
farmers can't pay. Niether can the 
dealers, a fact that seems to have taken 


- 


the company credit Managers completely 
by surprise. 

“With the squeeze coming on, the 
% dealers have now turned to the govern- 
ment for. help. They want sone debt 
adjustment machinery similar to that 
devised during the 1930’s. For example, 
they want a law postponing without 
penalty the purchase price of unsold 
equipment, 

They want the fine print in their 
contracts amended. If a company 


—fancels a contract on short notice it_ 


should be forced to take back all the 
unsold equipment on the dealers’ hands, 
~They want exclusiveness ended and a 
right to buy machinery from other 
companies, 


Through the Wringer 


What they want and what they are 
likely to get may be Poles apart, So far 
they have had a sympathetic hearing, 
The Saskatchewan Government, thinking 
out loud for the benefit of all concerned, 
has said it would be happy to see the 
makers and dealers find some mutually 
Satisfactory solution to the interest and 
debt problem. It is most. reluctant to 
imposeé.a settlement of a dispute between 
two free enterprising interests, even if it 
has the power. Right now it doesn’t think 
it doés have. the legislative muscle 
‘needed to solve this problem, So the 
chances are a lot of implement dealers 
will go ¢ gh the wringer before the 
new crop is converted into cash,

St. Leonard the Testing Ground 


By MAXWELL COHEN 


It is one of the ironies of the many-level Cana- 
dian debate, from French-speaking survival to all- 
Canada survival, that. confidence in’ the positive 
resolution of these challenges should now be rooted. 
in the crisis over St. Leonard. 


For it the spectacle of language and school rights denied 
in St, Leonard, and its possible repetition elsewhere in 
Quebec, is allowed to become a festering pattern, then the 
Prospects for Canadian federalism themselves --may be 
profoundly damaged before our very view. 


"The relationship between the general Canadian dilemma 
and language-school rights in Quebec: is by now self-evident. 


What was not appreciated until recently was the lack of 


understanding on the part of many French-speaking leaders 
among the moderates—forget the extremists, here—that they 
cannot sit on this fence of indecision, waiting for luck or’a 


unique formula, or the direction of the wind, to invite the way 


they shouid fall. 


“Sudden Reversion to Fear 


What is disheartening is that after eight or nine years of 
a powerful English-speaking movement, at every intellectual 
and opinion-making level in Canada; to accept and to force 
the pace of achieving a truly bilingual federalism in action 
from coast to coast, there should be this sudden reversion to 
a closed-in fear which threatens the edifice being built of the 
new Canada on wisdom, moderation and courage. 


It is very difficult for English-speaking Canadians in 
Quebec to be utterly frank and yet display the profound 
empathy they are developing for the essentials of the French- 
speaking position.on the great issues of the Canadian future. 


For on the one side the old English-speaking economic 
ascendency is politically, dead however ‘significant that 
ascendency in pure managerial terms yet may be in part of 
the Quebec economy. 

For generations the “ascendency’” lived by a kind of 
implicit “deal-making” with the French-speaking majority, 
through its traditional parties and leaders, and the classical 
positions, of each remained on the whole protected from the 
evident numerical majority of French-speaking and from 
excessive Anglo-Canadian economic abuse on the other. 


Both Mr. Duplessis and then the Quiet Revolution (owing 
almost as many debts to Father Levesque and even Paul 
Sauve as it did to Jean Lesage and his time) were profoundly 
concerned with French-speaking survival. 


Update French-Speaking Life 


The great difference between them was that “a revo- 
lution tranquille’ had something more creative in mind 
than simple ethnic defence: it would modernize and update 
the whole of French-speaking life’ which in artistic and 
literary terms, and to some extent in the social sciences, had 


already begun to show the dynamism of its potential talent : 


well before 1960. 
The dilemma that soon confronted theorists of French- 


" speaking life in Quebec —was how to be both utterly modern . 


and utterly French-speaking—in an utterly North American 
setting. For the logic of joining the full rush of twentieth 


~~ wentury American technology and affluence inevitably would 


m becoming more North American, not less, for the 
language and culture of North America, above the Rio 
Grande, was English-American, not French. 

Thus the old dilemma of survival became converted, in 
the midst of progressive and rapid change in Quebec, into the 
new dilemma of survival ‘with fulfilIment and achievement.” 
But_it was soon reéognized that the price of such a com- 
joining of the North American main 
ir involvemént with its culture, its 


For at least the old danger to survival had the ally of 
comfortable history ahd a moat of entrenched institutions to 
surround the French-speaking island amid an engulfing 
dynamic Anglo-American world. 

It is this new debate that is fundamental to the St. 
Leonard issue and one for which English-speaking Canadians 
everywhere must have sympathy and understanding, and it is 
this debate’ which must be resolved: basically by French- 
speaking Canadians themselves within the context of mid- 
twentieth century ideas of human rights and the new bi- 
lingual Canada, not nineteenth century concepts of the 
village, the church and the seige. . - 

Hence the great difficulty for the English-speaking 
Canadian, particularly-in- Quebec, but elsewhere in Canada, 


too, He ‘cannot be unaware, if he ig human, of the distress 
and the true anxieties within French-speaking Quebec life and 
leadership. 


leaders and their followers is the 
diminution of English-language legal and historical claims in 
Pt a and the hope to preserve French-speaking community 
© by a suppression of any undue vigour in the English- 
speaking sector of Quebec life amid new Canadians and old. 


Tragically, this is a price that neither English-speaking 
Quebec nor all of Canada and should be asked to pay. For 
if insecurity pervades the English-speaking Canadian’s future 
in Quebec, at a moment when almost all have accepted the 


need for a vigorous, bilingual and bicultural Canada, and * 


particularly in Quebec, then how shall any security on these 
issues be established in the more cautious, distant and 
heavily “‘majority-minded” English-speaking Canadians in the 
other provinces, and perhaps even in New- Brunswick where 
bilingualism, -as an official policy for all, is now well on 
its. way. ; 

_ It is one ofthe tragedies too, that when Mr. Trudeau, 
with great skill, saw that the injustices’ of yesteryear, in the 
matter of language rights in other provinces, had quickly to 
be rectified if Canada was. to survive with Quebec within it, 
that at such-a moment of rising and positive: Canadian 
convietions on this issue, Quebec leadership, moderates — to 
hos cigtapicee of extremists —and others, should begin to hold 

ck, 

To question the constitutional and legal ci=!ms of new 
€4nadians or old ones to chose English as a teaching and 
working language for their lives, side by side with French in 
the Province of Quebec, is to question the very viability of a 
truly bilingual Quebec and thus, even more so, the viability 
of a new Canada itself. 


An Extreme Interpretation 


Let there be no mistake about it: constitutional and legal 
arguments can be put forward that English-language school 
rights .are protected only at the denominational level — 
although pre-Confederation legislation in Lower Canada (1961) 
and the 1964 Education Act amendments do suggest the 
concept of English as a teaching language almost over and 
above the narrower denominational position. : 


Certainly, the preamble to the 1964 amendments does not 
seem to. have contemplated the making of language-rights 
policy for schools at the local school commission level alone: 

The theory that the long line of statutes, pre- 
Confederation and post, together with Section 93 of the 
British North America Act, binds the hands of the provincial 
government so that it cannot command local school 
commissions to behave in a manner consistefft with ‘accepted 
and practiced" rights of having English-speaking instruction 
for Catholic children, is an extreme interpretation of both the 
constitutiona] arid statutory ~provisions, however narrowly 
powerful the legal argument can be put. 

Aside altogether from the legal issues, in this limited 
sense, the new constitutional debate about Quebec and 
Canada as a whole surely never assumed that we should 
emerge witha diminution of rights when the essential 
foundations’ for the dialogue had been an enlargement of . 
human claims upon each other and our respective language 
communities, 

And ironically, too, never was French-speaking life and 
culture more vital and promising from the arts to commerce, 
from language to science, than it is today. 


There Is No Alternative 


There is no alternative for French and English-speaking 
leadership alike but to accept in“fulf measure the bilingual 
future of Quebee and of Canada, federally and provincially — 
as worked out more or less in the 3B. and —B. 
recommendations — and to entrench such policy in the form 
of inviolable constitutional rights. 

It is no use French-speaking moderates asking English- 
speaking neighbors to trust temporary political leadership 
any more than French-speaking Canadians should be in the 
hands of bigots or friends elsewhere in Canada. < 

We all must live in the security of a common framework 
for the future that does not demand the sacrifice of one 
integrity ih order to advance or protect the claims of 
another. : : 

St. Leonard {and its analogues) is the testing ground as 
to whether an authentically bicultural life is possible in 
Quebec and therefore it has become an ironic and tragic test, 
too, for the future of a viable, bilingual Canada.

Most striking is the fact 
that in a brittle star the 
central disk and the five arms 
are . distinctly marked off 
from each other. The disk 
which encloses all the vital 
organs of the body is also 
markedly small in proportion 
to the rest ‘of the animal and 
the arms or.rays are remark- 
ably thin and long. 

The result is that a brittle

Parents are often concerned 
about what teen-agers do 
outside the home. 

Louise; 15, told her mother 
she'd robbed a bank. 

Mother: Were your friends 
with you? 

Louise: You don’t care 
about what I do. You're only 
interested in the impression I 
make on others. 


Louise was right. A teen- 
ager feels that she leads a 
unique, special life. In this 
case Louise’s mother failed_to 


—-understand how important 


this was to her daughter. In 
another case when the daugh- 
ter confided a similar adoles- 
cent confidence, the mother 
quickly said to the daughter: 
“Oh, you are a good person.” 
The daughter answered by 
stabbing the mother. 

What was the mother’s 
mistake? The mother was 
acting like a judge. She said: 
“You are a good person.’’ 
Teen-agers do not like to be 
judged. For them praise can 
be as destructive as criticism. 

A wiser parent might say: 
“Oh, you robbed a bank. Did: 
you get any money?” This 
shows intérest in what the 
young person is doing. Had 
the parent asked: “Did you 
kill anybody?” that would be 
“prying.

Mrs. M: We haven't been 
able to find a trace of my 
mother-in-law. 

Mrs. H: What are young 
people today going to do? 
They can’t vote. Our children 


live in a different world than 
the one we grew up in. 


This discussion reflects a 
deep conflict in values. Some 
parents are ready to accept it 
and others aren’t. Teen-agers 
are puzzled, too. They-see a 
society that stimulates desire 
but which says no. In the 
movies and in daily life taboos 
are being requestioned. That 
is the way it is with us right 
now. College giris find it very 
hard to hold the line. The

Teen-agers have sensing 
mechanisms that locate, even 
the smallest things which 
might aggravate parents.

QUEBEC (CP)-—In the 
larger swirl of political con- 
troyersy over. a language 
policy for Quebec, cam- 

ing in folr provincial 
yelections next week has 
beén scarcely audible. 


‘Pwenty candidates have been| 


nominated in the four ridings— 
Montreal Ste. Marie, Montreal 
St. Jacques, Vaudrevil-Soulanges 
an@*Trois-Rivieres. 

The voting Wednesday is the 
first formal test for Real 
Caouette’s Ralliement des Cre- 
ditistes at the provingial level. 

But only the four éandidates 
ofethe governing Union Natio- 
nale party will be identified on 
the ballots by party. 'The other 
16"are described as independ- 
ents or have no party designa- 
tion. since none belong to a 
party that ran 10 official candi- 
dates in the last Quebec general 
elettion. 

Neither the provincial Liber- 
als*nor the separatist Parti Que- 
begois have entered candidates. 

Only the Creditistes have field- 
ed four candidates to compete 
against those: nominated for 
Union Nationale, which previous- 
ly ‘held three of the ridings, The 
fourth, Vaudreuil-Soulanges, 
was held by a Liberal, 

USO ENTERS TWO 

Another group known, as 
United Social Credit, a splinter 
party disowned by the Credi- 
tistes, has candidates in St. Jac- 
ques and Vaudreuil-Soulanges. 

Present standings in the 108- 
seat Quebec national assembly 
are: Union Nationale 53, Liberal 
48,° independents 3, vacant 4. 
Arnting the independents are 
Rene Levesque, leader of Parti 
Quebecois, and Gaston Trem- 
blay, who calls himself a Credi- 
tiste member. 

Apart from the Caouette 
thrust to move into Quebec poli- 
tics‘ electorally, the byelection 
campaigns have been oversha- 
dowed by the continuing lan- 
guage controversy following a 
riot. Sept. 10 in the Montreal 
suburb of St. Leonard and by 
thé broader aspects of the Liber- 
al’party leadership race to re- 
place Jean Lesage. 

Premier Jean-Jacques Ber’ 
trand has promised legislation 
to Settle school Janguage friction 
on Montreal Island, but the next 
session of the national assembly 
starts Tuesday and there will be 
no-shange in the status quo be- 
fore the byelections. 

The 14 federal Creditistes, all 
elected to the Commons from 
Québec ridings, have pledged 
support to the four byelection 
candidates. 

WAITS FOR RESULTS 

Mr. Caouette said he will lead 
both the federal. and Quebec 
parties, but will not personally 
move into Quebec politics until 
the party becomes established 
provincially. 

“The people say they want 
mé in Quebec,”’ he said in Mont- 
real, “Well, let them elect my 
candidates and I will come.’’ 

The Creditistes expect a lot of 
byelection publicity will be gen- 
erated this weekend at a con- 
vention in Montreal which,. iron- 
ically, will attempt to place the 
party on a national footing and 
confirm Mr. Caouette as nation- 
al leader. 

About 1,000 delegates from 
across Canada are expected for 
the meeting Saturday and Sun- 
day which may change the par- 
ty'’s name in favor of one with a 
more national flavor. 

Meanwhile Mr. Lesage, who 
resigned as provincial Liberal 
leader Aug. 28, says the byelec- 
tions are meaningless. The Lib- 
erals were not contesting them 
because the party “is in a pe- 
riod of transition’ preparing for 
the leadership convention Jan. 
16-17 that will name ‘his succes- 
sor.

The National Day address

For Max took a brand new 
club,’ at least the best he 
could muster from other WHL 
clubs, but really not seriously 
competent enough to get the 
job done, into San Diego's 
sparkling new arena and 
proceeded to set an atten- 
dance record that first sea- 
son.

Christmas, she pointed out, is approaching 
much more quickly than we think and since these 
rolled newspaper logs take over a month to pre- 
pare, it is not too early to start dunking and drying. 

After a bit of research, I have assembled three 
recipes for obtaining colored flames, two of which 
are fairly quick and easy and might be fun for 


Halloween fires as well. 
YULE LoGs 


Dissolve 2 pounds of blue- 
stone and 1 pound of coarse 
salt in 1 gallon of hot water. 


Roll newspapers tightly and 
tie securely in several places 
to form the logs. 


Place these. newspaper logs 
in a erock with the chemical 
solution and soak for 10 days. 


Let the logs hang to dry for 
three weeks before wrapping 
in fancy paper and storing 
until they are needed for the 
fire. 

If chemicals are. added to 
Shellac and the mixture 
painted onto small bits of 
wood or mixed in with 
sawdust, the wood will give 
colored flames when added to 
the fire. 


To get violet flames, use 
potassium chlorate; yellow, 
potassium nitrate; orange, 
calcium chloride; red, stron- 
tium nitrate;' apple green, 
barium nitrate; emerald 
green, copper nitrate; green, 
borax, and purple, lithium 
choride. 


These recipes originated 
with the home economists at 
the old B.C. Electric Com- 
pany. 


When I was young my 
mother used to make little 
waxen cup cakes that were 
pushed into the fire and 
burned with vari-colored 
flames., Since they were al- 
ways burned, we called them 
King Alfred’s Cakes, in honor 
of that negligent cook. .. 


Please note, the chemicals 
used are potentially explosive. 
When mixing the chemicals 
DO NOT POUND THEM! And 
make sure the cakés are 
burned in a_ fireplace or 
under parental. supervision in 
a bonfire. 


Ingredients are 3 pounds 
bluestone, 3 pounds ‘coarse 
salt, 1 ouncé strontium. nit- 
rate, one ounce calcium nit- 
rate, 1 ounce potassium nit- 
rate and 1 ounce borax. 

You will also need a muffin 
pan, lots of paper’ muffin cups

}-—Jaeques Cartier .was not 
only a great explorer but kept

Cartier was looking for the 
short route from. Europe to 
China and believed. he was 
almost there when he arrived 
at Stadacona, now Quebec. 
His. hopes were kindled when 
he heard about Hochelaga. 
The Indians had vivid imagin- 
ted him to believe 


the Richelieu River offered 
Cartier two of his children as 
presents. Cartier took one of 
them, a little girl, back to 
France. 

However, Hochelaga was a 
disappointment, and Cartier 
realized that he was far from 
China.

DOUGLAS -— The Canadian-American border 
crossing from Blaine, Wash., was closed for the first 
time. since 1814 Wednesday, as B.C. students 
blocked the road-—here in protest against today’s 


scheduled nuclear test. 


While American patrolmen 
re-routed north-bound tourists 
to the commercial border- 
crossing two miles away, 
almost 5,000 college and. uni- 
versity students stopped traf- 
tic coming into Canada at the 
Blaine crossing for one hour. 

The purpose of the demon- 
stration, according to student 
leaders, was to voice disap- 
proval to the federal govern- 
ment for not condemning the 
U.S. government’s plan to 
detonate a nuclear bomb at 
Amchitka in the Aleutian 
Islands. 

Forty students from —the 
University;of Victoria arrived 
by bus to swell the ranks.

CANBERRA (CP)— 
Prime Minister John Gor- 
ton is looming as the main 
issue in the Australian fed- 
eral elections due ‘Oct. 25, 

The man, his ability, per- 
sonality and suitability for the 
job are being vigorously dis- 
bea by the Australian peo- 

le.” 
This is the first federal elec- 
tion for Gorton and for opposi- 
tion Labor Leader Gough Whi- 
tlam as respective party lead- 
ers. The election campaign 
spotlight will be on these two 
men rather than on the par+ 
ties they represent. 

Gorton’s Liberal party, has 
been in a coalition govern- 
ment with the Country party 
since 1949. At the last federal 
@lection, in 1966, the late 
prime minister” Harold Holt 
won ‘a record’ majority. in. the 
House of Representatives. It 
is considered highly unlikely 
that Gorton can retain the 
present majority of 36 in a’ 
house of 124 members. 

Gorton came to power as 
Liberal party leader and thus 
prime minister in January, 
1968, just over a month after 
Harold Holt was drowned 
while swimming off a Victoria 
beach. 


FOUGHT FOR JOB 


He was chosen in a close 
contest of Liberal party mem- 
bers of Parliament. Unlike his 
predecessors, Holt and Sir 
Robert Menzies, who were 
elected party leaders unani- 
mously, Gorton had to fight 
for the top job. 

This lack of unanimous 
party support has worried 
Gorton ever since, His con- 
cern reached its peak in 
March when attacks were 
made on his suitability and 
credibility. It was then dis- 

‘“closéd that he had escorted a 
19-year-dld girl from a party 
and taken her to the United 
States embassy at one o'clock 
in the morning. 

Leading the attacks was a 
Sydney barrister, Edward St. 
John, who called Gorton a 
“hillbilly” prime minister 
who didn’t have the capacity 
or the intellect for the job. 

It appeared at the time that 
Gorton had won the issue, be- 
cause St. John was unable to 
get any support’ for his cam- 
paign against Gorton among 
his fellow Liberal party mem- 
bers. So St. John. resigned 
from the Liberal party and is 
fighting this coming election 
as an Independent Liberal. 

But now party and govern- 
ment members are wondering 
just how much damage was 
done to Gorton’s image by 
those attacks six months ago. 

This. concern was: given sub- 
stance by a poll which shows 
that Gorton’s popularity has 
dropped six per cent since 
April. 

DOUBTS SET IN 

Gorton was chosen by his 
Liberal party colleagues as 
leader last year because if 
was felt he had vote-winning 
appeal. 

Party strategists now have 
their doubts whether this 
image is the right one to im- 
press Australians. Sir Robert 


tive vote-winner in Australian 
history and he said he was 
“British to my boot heels.” 
He was aloof, arrogant and 
often’ pornpous. But Aussies 
admired him as a man who 
could give the outside world a 
fine image of a sophisticated 
man from down under. 

Adding to Gorton’s compli- 
cations is the fact,that he has 
tried to break with the Men- 
zies-Holt tradition. He has 
stressed the need for im- 
proved social services, which 
is usually the line of the oppo- 
sition Labor party. He does 
not inspire the same. confi- 
dence in the rich, conserva- 
tive businessmen of the major 
cities, Sydney and Melbourne. 
What makes it harder for 
Gorton is that the first time 
for 15 years, the Labor party 
appears united and strong as 
the election approaches. The 
Labor party has torn itself 
apart since 1954 in faction 
fights. But under Gough Whi- 
tlam’s leadership’ the party 
has developed the image over 
the last few months of being 
an alternative government. 

The polis show the govern- 
ment still with a six-per-cent 
lead over labor, but if the 
trend continues during the 
next weeks before ‘the elec- 
tion, many of those Liberal 
members. who voted for Gor- 
ton as leader last year could 
find themselves out of Parlia- 
ment and Gorton’s power base 
would be.eroded. 

There is wide agreement 
that for the first time for 
many. years, this election 
could be a bitterly, closely 
fought contest.

Plot Charged

The bribe—a cheque for 
$200,000—was seized from the 
Russians along with $2;500 in $20) 
bills of U.S. currency when mili- 
tary police raided a Soviet diplo- 
mat’s apartment Tuesday night. 


The statementdid not say 
whether the flyer, Hassan Bada- 
wi, dismissed-as a pilot officer 
for misconduct five years ago, 
was in the apartment when the 
police burst in. But it said all 
three were arrested. 

It said one of the Russians 
was severely wounded in the 
gUn fight but did not say which 
one. Two policemen, one an‘offi- 
cer, also were wounded in ‘the 
fray.
